Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1946- 

The  estimated  civil  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  was  264,820, 
an  increase  of  13,410  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Since  this 
estimate  was  made  a  number  of  the  previous  residents  have  returned 
to  the  district  and  the  population  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  as  being  269,890  on  December  31st,  1946. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  higher,  being  22.2  as  compared  with  19.8  for 
the  previous  year.  That  for  the  large  towns  was  22.2  compared  with 
19. 1  last  year. 

The  Death  Rate  is  12. 1  being  0.2  higher  than  last  year.  The  rate  for 
the  large  towns  was  12.7  or  0.8  lower  than  in  1945. 

The  Infantile  Rate  was  55  compared  to  50  for  last  year. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  lower,  being  0.66  compared  with 
1.96  per  thousand  total  births.  There  were  4  deaths  compared  with 
10  in  1945. 

No  death  occurred  from  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year  although 
887  cases  were  notified.  The  percentage  of  cases  removed  to  Hospital 
is  steadily  declining. 

The  number  of  Diphtheria  deaths  was  6  as  compared  with  2  in 
1945,  the  case  fatality  was  6.3.  One  death  occurred  of  a  child  who  had 
previously  been  immunised. 

The  need  for  immunisation  at  an  early  age  is  as  urgent  as  ever. 
It  is  estimated  that  70%  of  the  children  of  school  age  have  been  immu¬ 
nised  and  about  55%  of  children  under  5  years  of  age.  Special  clinics 
are  being  held  each  week.  The  School  Medical  Staff  is  also  co-operating, 
and  many  of  the  Departments  have  now  a  percentage  immunised  of  over 
90. 

The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  165,  an  increase  of 
14  over  1945. 

Cancer  deaths  show  an  increase  on  last  year,  500  compared  with 
455  in  1945  and  423  in  1944.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is 
steadily  increasing. 
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Influenza  caused  67  deaths  compared  with  27  in  1945. 

Organic  Heart  Disease  caused  925  deaths,  anincreaseof  97 over  1945.

AREA  AND  POPULATION. 


The  City  is  21,190  acres  in  area.  It  is  10  miles  long,  and  in  no  part 
more  than  5  miles  wide.  About  150  acres  are  covered  with  water. 

The  Registrar  General  gives  the  civilian  population  of  the  City  as 
264,820  at  the  middle  of  1946.  This  figure  is  an  increase  of  13,410 on  the 
figure  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  previous  year.

The  distribution  of  the  population  over  the  whole  area  at  the  time 
of  the  1901  Census  averaged  18.6  persons  per  acre,  during  the  year  1911, 
21.0  persons  per  acre,  and  in  1921,  22.0  persons  per  acre.  The  number 
of  persons  per  acre  for  the  extended  City  in  1931  was  13.05. 

INHABITED  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  Census  of  1931  for  the  City 
was  58,687.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  present  t  me  is 
estimated  at  71,000. 

During  the  year  1946  383  permanent  houses  and  373  prefabricated 
houses  were  certified  for  habitation  ;  100  permanent  and  373  prefabri¬ 
cated  houses  were  built  by  the  Corporation  and  283  by  private  owners. 

RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  the  General  Rate 
at  1st  April,  1947  was  £1,312,178,  compared  with  £1,305,466  at  1st  April

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BIRTHS. 


There  were  5,874  births  registered  and  allotted  to  the  City  in  1946, 
giving  a  birth  rate  of  22.2  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  rate  for  the  126  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was  22.2 
per  thousand  and  for  England  and  Wales  19. 1 

The  rate  is  2.4  higher  than  in  1945. 

The  ratio  of  births  of  males  to  births  of  females  during  the  year 
was  1,046  to  1,100.  For  the  year  1945  the  ratio  was  1,100  males  to  1,000 
females. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  that  is,  excess  of  births  over 
deaths,  was  2665.  The  previous  year  it  was  1972,  a  difference  of  693  lives, 
the  number  of  births  registered  being  909  more  than  in  1945,  while  the 
number  of  deaths  was  216  more. 


ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

Of  the  total  births,  350,  or  5.96  per  cent.,  were  illegitimate,  compared 
with  462,  or  9.71  per  cent.,  in  the  previous  year. 


STILL-BIRTHS. 

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  all  still-births  must  be  notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  197  were  notified  during  the  year  under 
the  Act,  and  of  these  68  were  attended  by  midwives,  34  by  medical  men, 
and  95  took  place  in  an  institution. 


The  number  registered  during  the  12  months  ending  31st  December 
was  242,  of  which  37  were  children  of  mothers  from  outside  the  city  area. 


Taking  the  number  of  still-births  that  occurred  in  1946  as  205,  it  is 
equal  to  3.37  per  cent  of  the  total  births.  In  1945  there  were  154  still¬ 
births,  equal  to  3.01  per  cent. 
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Area  of  District  in  acres  (land  and  inland  water),  21,190.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  City  during  the  year  1946 
was  3,471.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  13. 1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Of  the  total  deaths,  1,568  occurred  in  public  institutions  in  the  district. 
If  the  deaths  of  non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  district  be  excluded 
and  the  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  beyond  the  district  be  included 
the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  is  3,209  (1,685  males  and  1,524 
females),  and  the  death  rate  12.1  per  1,000. 

The  death  rate  for  the  126  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
12.7  per  1,000  and  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  11.5. 

The  death  rate  of  12. 1  per  1,000  was  0.3  higher  than  that  of  1945. 

The  death  rate  for  the  126  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
0.8  lower  in  1946  than  1945.

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Smallpox. 

During  the  year  no  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred. 


Erysipelas. 

There  were  56  cases  notified  during  the  year  and  in  all  but  five 
cases  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  and  there  were  no  deaths.  In  1945, 
54  cases  were  notified  with  no  deaths. 

Enquiries  are  made  into  these  cases  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
houses  attended  to. 


Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

Twenty  cases  were  notified  as  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  during  the 
year  and  fifteen  confirmed  bacteriologically.  There  were  six  deaths. 

Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica  and  Acute  Polio-Encephalitis. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica  notified 
during  the  year. 


Malaria  and  Dysentery. 

There  were  seventy-eight  cases  of  Dysentery  notified  during  the 
year. 

There  was  no  case  of  malaria  notified  during  the  year. 


Influenza,  Pneumonia  and  Broncho  Pneumonia. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  : — Influenzal 
Pneumonia,  56  and  Pneumonia  and  Broncho  Pneumonia,  257.  The  number 
of  deaths  was  : — Influenza,  67,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of  0.252  per  1,000  of 
the  population  ;  and  Pneumonia  and  Broncho  Pneumonia,  182,  being 
equal  to  a  rate  of  0.685  per  1,000  of  the  population.

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Diphtheria. 

There  were  63  cases  of  true  diphtheria  admitted,  the  remaining 
37  were  proved  not  to  be  diphtheria.  Of  the  true  cases,  6  died,  giving  a 
case  mortality  of  9.5%. 

Meningitis. 

21  cases  were  admitted,  notified  as  suspected  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 
Of  these,  15  proved  to  be  true  cases,  and  two  deaths  occurred  among 
those  cases.  Of  the  remaining  6  cases,  1  died,  this  being  a  case  of 
Tuberculous  Meningitis. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

There  were  5,704  children  immunised  at  the  school  clinics,  the 
special  sessions  held  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  the  weekly  clinics 
at  Richmond  Lodge  Welfare  Centre  held  each  Monday  afternoon. 
4,156  of  those  immunised  were  under  school  age. 

Scabies. 

During  the  year  244  cases  of  Scabies  were  treated  at  the  Hanley 
High  School  Cleansing  Station. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

During  the  year  there  were  356  deaths  from  Respiratory  Diseases, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  1.34  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
1. 17  for  the  year  1945.

Lead  Poisoning. 

This  is  an  affection  which  is  associated  with  pottery  manufacture. 
Through  careful  supervision,  and  under  the  Special  Rules  of  the  Home 
Office,  lead  poisoning  has  diminished.  According  to  the  Report  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  there  were  engaged  in  1907  as  lead  workers 
under  the  Earthenware  and  China  Rules  in  North  Staffordshire,  5,299 
persons  (3,371  males  and  1,928  females).  In  1939  there  were  5  cases 
of  lead  poisoning,  in  1940  4  cases,  in  1941  5  cases,  in  1942  8  cases, 
in  1943  2  cases,  in  1944  no  cases,  in  1945  there  were  no  cases  and  in  1946 
there  were  no  cases.  In  1939  there  were  no  deaths  attributed  to  lead 
poisoning,  in  1940  two,  in  1941  three,  in  1942  four,  in  1943  one,  in  1944 
none,  in  1945  none,  and  in  1946  there  were  no  deaths. 

Cancer. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  500,  an  increase  of 
45  from  the  previous  year.  This  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  1.88  and  in 
England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  1.843.

No  persons  have  been  compulsorily  removed  to  Hospital  under  either 
the  Public  Health  Acts,  1925,  and  no  action  has  been  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  with  ref¬ 
erence  to  Dairy  workers. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-six  cases  were  notified  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations. 

Out  of  the  165  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year, 

25  had  not  been  notified,  a  percentage  of  15.2.  There  were  26  deaths  from 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  17  of  these  had  not  been  notified,  a  per¬ 
centage  of  65.4  which  is  much  too  high  a  figure  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
be  considerably  reduced  by  more  careful  attention  to  notification. 

The  165  deaths  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  0.621  per  1,000  ;  in  1945 
there  were  151  deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  0.600  per  1,000.  In  England 
and  Wales,  in  1946,  the  death  rate  was  0.464  per  1,000  (Males  0.605  J 
Females  0.344). 

There  were  26  deaths  in  the  year  from  forms  of  tuberculosis  other 
than  Pulmonary,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0.098  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
In  1946,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.083  (Males  0.092 ;  Females 

•°75)- 

The  total  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0.719  per 
1,000.  In  1946  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.547  Per  I»000  °f 
the  population. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  62  cases  notified  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and 

26  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  0.098  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Of  these 
deaths,  nine  occurred  among  children  between  the  ages  of  one  year  and 
five  years.  Of  the  26  deaths,  17  had  not  previously  been  notified.  There 
were  15  deaths  from  Tubercular  Meningitis.

At  the  beginning  of  year,  57  patients  were  receiving  Tuberculosis 
Maintenance  Allowances  and  123  applications  were  received  during  the 
year.  Of  these,  24  were  ineligible  and  maintenance  allowances  have 
been  granted  to  99  patients.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  70  patients  were 
receiving  Tuberculosis  Maintenance  Allowances. 

During  the  year,  9  Discretionary  Allowances  were  granted.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  6  patients  were  receiving  Discretionary  Allowances. 


After-Care. 

The  work  of  this  voluntary  Committee  has  been  maintained  at  the 
high  standard  of  previous  years. 
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During  the  year  it  has  been  instrumental  in  re-housing  9  families. 
Grants  for  extra  nourishment  have  been  made  to  22  cases. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Housing  Committee  for  the  promptness  with 
which  they  have  acceded  to  requests  for  houses  in  these  cases. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

The  Corporation  had  an  agreement  with  the  North  Staffs.  Cripples 
Aid  Society  for  the  use  of  twelve  beds  for  the  treatment  of  children 
suffering  from  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  six  beds  for  children  under  five  years 
of  age  (non-tubercular),  and  six  beds  for  adult  Surgical  Tuberculosis  cases. 
Owing  to  war  conditions  this  agreement  is  in  abeyance  at  present  and 
temporary  arrangements  have  been  made. 

Dr.  D.  Wainwright  reports  as  follows  : 

“During  the  year  1946,  309  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  in  children 
of  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent,  were  under  treatment  at  the  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Hartshill. 


Thirty-one  of  these  cases  were  treated  as  in-patients  for  a  longer  or 
shorter  period  according  to  their  necessities.  Nineteen  have  been 
discharged  as  cured  or  improved,  and  one  has  died.

The  following  report  has  been  submitted  to  me  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent. 


There  is  a  resident  staff  of  seven  medical  officers,  plus  two  super¬ 
numerary  medical  officers — at  present  vacant.  In  addition,  the  follow¬ 
ing  full-time  Consulting  Staff  have  been  appointed  or  the  Ministry  have 
agreed  that  they  shall  be  appointed  in  the  immediate  future  : — 

Two  Consulting  Surgeons. 

One  Consulting  Physician. 

One  Consulting  Anaesthetist. 

One  Consulting  Pathologist. 

One  Consulting  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon. 

The  surgical  work  has  been  done  principally  by  Mr.  Norrish  and 
Mr.  Crowe,  with  Dr.  Burton  and  the  Medical  Superintendent  doing  part 
of  the  emergency  work. 

Two  thousand  operations,  including  minor  operations,  were  per¬ 
formed  in  the  operating  theatre  in  1946.  It  is  proposed  immediately, 
to  make  two  new  operating  theatres,  so  that  there  will  be  three  in  com¬ 
mission  at  one  time. 

The  largest  increase  and  also  the  largest  demand  has  been  for 
maternity  accommodation.  There  were  1,120  confinements  in  1946, 
and  the  patients  taken  were  those  : — 

(1)  With  some  physical  or  anatomical  disability  in  which 
complications  might  be  expected  ; 

(2)  Women  whose  home  conditions  were  quite  unsuitable  for 
confinement  at  home 

(3)  If  any  room,  women  having  their  first  baby  ;  and 

(4)  A  tremendous  number  of  emergency  cases  which  have 
reached  the  high  figure  of  30  in  some  months.  This  group  is  given 
priority. 

It  is  not  possible  to  accommodate  all  who  seek  confinement  in  hos¬ 
pital  owing,  principally,  to  a  shortage  of  midwives.  A  twenty-bedded 
ward  for  confinement  cases  was  prepared  in  November,  1946,  but  there 
has  never  been  sufficient  staff  to  open  it.  The  greatest  shortage  of 
staff  has  been  on  the  female  side.  There  has  been  sufficient  men  to  staff 
the  Mental  Wards,  the  Chronic  Wards,  and  to  train  as  State  Registered 
Nurses,  but  there  is  a  lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of  pupil  midwives, 
female  student  nurses,  and  female  Mental  Staff. 
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With  the  appointment  of  Consulting  Staff  it  was  possible  to  open 
up  Out-patient  Clinics,  from  which  cases  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  Wards,  and  the  following  is  the  latest  list  of  Out-patient 
Clinics  : —

It  should  be  appreciated  that  accommodation  and  staff  are  very 
limited,  and  this  notice  is  meant  to  get  orderly  reception  of  the  cases 
who  would  normally  be  referred  here  by  their  doctors. 


During  the  past  year  a  Preliminary  Training  School  was  opened, 
in  which  Student  Nurses  spend  their  first  three  months  receiving 
theoretical  and  practical  nursing  training. 


A  considerably  enlarged  new  Dispensary  will  shortly  be  ready  for 
occupation,  and  some  of  the  old  bedroom  accommodation  which  was 
originally  used  for  workhouse  men  has  been  adapted  for  use  as  chronic 
wards  for  male  and  female  patients. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 
Midwives’  Act,  1936. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  carrier!  on  under  the 
Midwives’  Act. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  30  midwives  employed  by  the 
authority,  there  being  several  vacancies.  Ten  midwives  continue  in 
independent  practice,  and  one  works  in  conjunction  with  Voluntary 
Associations. 

During  the  year,  the  midwives  employed  by  the  Council  attended 
a  total  of  3,044  cases  ;  of  these,  349  were  attended  as  maternity  nurses, 
fn  1945  the  total  number  of  cases  attended  was  2,356. 

The  midwives  in  independent  practice  attended  a  total  of  339  cases 
as  midwives,  and  158  as  maternity  nurses.  The  remaining  midwife  who 
works  in  conjunction  with  a  Voluntary  Association  attended  17  cases 
as  a  midwife,  and  one  as  a  maternity  nurse. 

A  total  number  of  456  visits  was  paid  to  the  midwives  during  the 
year.  The  records  were  found  to  be  well  kept  and  their  bags  and  equip¬ 
ment  satisfactory. 

No  midwife  has  been  reported  to  the  C.M.B.  during  the  year  for 
any  breach  of  rules.

212  for  abnormality  or  complication  in  case  of  the  child. 

Under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1918,  claims  were  made  by  doctors  for  the 
payment  of  fees  in  721  cases,  out  of  1,299  instances  in  which  medical 
aid  was  called.  The  721  claims  amounted  to  £1,413  11s.  od.,  compared 
with  £1,284  os-  6d.  in  the  year  1945. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year 
was  324  being  equal  to  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  55  per  1,000  births. 
In  1945  the  rate  was  50. 

Of  the  324  infants  who  died  in  the  City  before  reaching  the  age  of 
12  months,  175  or  54.0  per  cent,  occurred  in  children  under  one  month  old, 
compared  to  49.2  per  cent,  in  1945.

NURSERIES. 


]  The  six  Day  Nurseries  continue  to  be  used  to  full  capacity  and 
therejare  waiting  lists  at  Burslem  and  Hanley.  Most  of  the  mothers 
are  employed  in  the  Pottery  industry.  The  charge  of  i/6d.  per  day  is 
paid  almost  without  exception.  The  full  charge  of  £i  is.  od.  per  week 
in  the  Residential  Nursery  is  more  difficult  for  the  mothers.  Several 
of  them  are  the  sole  wager  earner  and  an  assessment  has  to  be  considered 
according  to  means.  A  strict  supervision  is  maintained  over  admission 
to  the  Residential  Nursery.  We  have  requests  from  parents  living  in 
rooms  and  from  people  resident  outside  the  City.  We  endeavour  to 
maintain  a  close  contact  between  the  mother  and  her  child.  Older 
children  are  encouraged  to  go  home  at  weekends  or  on  the  mother’s  off 
duty  hours  but  this  is  not  permitted  among  the  infants  because  of 
the  risk  of  infection. 


In  the  early  Spring,  an  epideimc  of  measles  reduced  the  attendances, 
but  this  was  only  temporary.  Otherwise,  throughout  the  Nurseries 
there  has  been  relatively  little  infection. 


The  staffing  has  sometimes  proved  difficult  but  with  part-time  help, 
the  work  has  been  kept  going  very  satisfactorily. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  by  medical  men  in  1946  was  38, 
as  compared  with  28  in  1945. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  has  been  compulsorily  notifiable  through¬ 
out  the  whole  area  since  1911.

In  other  cases,  the  girls 
received  advice  and  assistance  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Medical  Officer  and  the  Health  Visitors. 


The  Day  Nurseries  and  the  Residential  Nurseries  are  also  very 
helpful  in  the  care  of  the  infants  while  the  mother  is  employed. 


HOME  HELPS. 

During  the  year  Home  Helps  have  been  supplied  in  eight  cases. 
In  three  cases  the  householder  paid  the  help  direct  but  in  the  other 
five  the  Department  paid  and  the  householder  contributed  according  to 
her  means.  In  one  case,  with  a  very  limited  income,  no  charge  was 
made. 

It  is  not  easy  to  retain  the  Home  Helps.  Women  do  not  care  for 
work  which  is  rather  of  the  casual  type  and  in  different  places.

SALVAGE  OF  WASTE  MATERIALS. 

During  the  period  January  to  December,  1946,  5,142  tons  of  Kitchen 
Waste  were  dealt  with.  After  processing,  this  valuable  Pig  and  Poultry 
food  realised  £16,006. 

The  total  cash  value  of  all  the  materials  salved  and  sold  since 
intensive  salvage  operations  begun  after  the  outbreak  of  war  up  to 
31st  December,  1946,  is  £273,008.

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CONVERSION  OF  PRIVIES  AND  PAILS  TO  WATER  CLOSETS. 

(public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  47) 

This  Scheme  was  discontinued  pending  the  reconstruction  of  the 
sewers  in  the  outlying  districts.  Some  progress  has  been  made  in  this 
direction  enabling  the  conversion  of  approximately  500  privies.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  sanctioned  a  loan  of  £ 6,000  and  the  work  was  com¬ 
menced  in  October,  1946.

Overcrowding  Survey. 

Owing  to  the  very  urgent  demand  for  houses  and  special  claim  in 
respect  of  overcrowded  families  it  was  decided  to  take  a  census  of 
housing  conditions  in  the  City.  Additional  Staff  of  20  Enumerators  and 
5  Clerks  was  engaged.  The  census  was  commenced  in  October,  1946, 
and  completed  in  12  weeks,  at  a  cost  of  £1,128. 

71,565  dwellings  have  been  inspected  and  recorded.  This  number 
is  made  up  of  67,742  dwelling-houses  and  the  remainder  of  shops  and 
houses,  licensed  premises,  &c. 

Of  the  total  number  of  dwellings  examined  5,728  were  found  to  be 
overcrowded.  This  equals  a  rate  of  8%  of  the  total  accommodation. 

In  the  5,728  houses  excessively  overcrowded  there  are  10,967 
families,  of  which  5,980  families  should  be  rehoused  to  abate  the 
overcrowding.

Allowing  one  family  per  house  this  leaves  8,017  families  to  be 
rehoused  to  obtain  a  standard  of  one  family  per  house. 

The  Housing  Act,  1936,  lays  down  a  standard  for  rehousing  based 
on  the  number  of  bedrooms  only,  viz.  : — 

2  bedroomed  house  .  .  4  persons 

3  bedroomed  house  .  .  5  persons 

4  bedroomed  house  .  .  7  persons 

A  token  analysis  based  on  this  bedroom  standard  revealed  that  the 
percentage  of  overcrowding  would  be  considerably  increased  and  the 
average  for  seventeen  Wards  showed  overcrowding  to  the  extent  of 
21.6%  as  compared  with  the  8%  obtained  on  the  other  standard.

Canal  Boat  Inspections. 

During  the  year  98  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected,  the  accom¬ 
modation  provided  was  for  321  persons,  being  an  average  of  3.29  persons 
per  boat. 

The  number  in  occupation  was  261  persons,  being  109  males,  66 
females,  and  86  children,  or  an  average  of  2.83  per  boat. 

The  percentages  of  males,  females  and  children  were  :  41.76  males  ; 
25.29  females  ;  32.95  children. 

Of  the  86  children  found  on  the  Boats  39  (26  boys  and  13  girls) 
were  over  5  years  of  age,  and  therefore  of  school  age. 
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The  Canal  Boats  were  registered  to  carry  the  following  number  of 
persons  : — 

74  registered  to  carry  3  persons.

Specially  trained  personnel  are  engaged  in  this  service  and  treat¬ 
ments  have  been  successfully  carried  out  by  the  use  of  fumigants  and 
D.D.T.  compounds  in  liquid  and  powder  form. 

The  houses  and  household  effects  of  new  tenants  for  Council  Houses 
are  inspected  and  where  necessary  disinfestation  of  the  house,  furniture, 
clothes,  etc.,  is  carried  out.  As  an  additional  precautionary  measure 
in  such  cases  the  new  house  is  treated  with  D.D.T. 

In  addition  to  the  disinfestation  of  dwelling-houses  all  Corporation 
Buildings  (Offices,  Markets,  Town  Halls,  etc.)  and  a  number  of  factories, 
bakehouses  food  premises  are  under  contract  for  periodic  treatment 
and  supervision  by  the  Disinfestation  Staff.

The  system  of  Block  Control  has  been  successfully  operated  and  a 
considerable  number  of  large  factories  and  warehouses  in  addition 
to  Corporation  Buildings  are  under  contract  for  treatment  and  super¬ 
vision. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  now  only  two  common  lodging  houses  in  the  City,  the 
largest  being  the  Salvation  Army  Hostel  for  men  at  Stoke,  which  has 
accommodation  for  109  beds  ;  the  other  one  is  a  small  type  of  lodging 
house  in  the  Burslem  area  and  is  registered  for  14  beds. 

Both  these  premises  are  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
Seventy-one  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 


STATUTORY  NOTICES  AND  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

In  addition  to  preliminary  notices  4  204  statutory  notices  were 
served  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Factory  Act,  1937,  and  the 
Stoke-on-Trent  Corporation  Act,  1928. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  in  two  cases  for  non-compliance  with 
notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act.  The  work  was  carried  out  and 
the  cases  were  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs. 

Five  other  summonses  were  issued  under  Factory  Act,  1937,  con¬ 
cerning  contraventions  on  two  factories  owned  by  the  same  Company. 
A  fine  of  £10  in  each  case  was  imposed — total,  £50  and  £3  3s.  od.  costs. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  in 
abating  smoke  nuisances,  mainly  due  to  deterioration  of  plant,  inferior 
or  unsuitable  fuel  and  labour  difficulties.  Complaints  of  industrial 
nuisances  such  as  noise  fumes  and  dust,  etc.,  are  on  the  increase,  and 
apart  from  the  fact  that  this  may  be  due  to  difficulties  in  obtaining 
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replacement  of  plant  it  does  appear  that  tenants  of  houses  adjoining 
factories  are  becoming  more  conscious  of  this  type  of  nuisance. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Ministr}/  of  Fuel  and  Power 
that  they  should  be  consulted  before  recourse  to  legal  procedure  for 
the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances  a  number  of  cases  were  submitted 
for  investigation  by  the  Regional  Fuel  Engineer.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

Mr.  A.  V.  Jones,  Public  Analyst  for  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent, 
retired  this  year,  and  he  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Houlbrooke.  Owing 
to  the  change  and  shortage  of  staff  at  the  Chemical  Laboratory  the 
total  number  of  samples  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year  was 
considerably  lower  than  former  years.  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders 
are  still  being  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  under  Defence  (Sale  of  Food) 
Regulations  one  of  the  most  important  is  Emergency  Laws  (Transitional 
Provisions)  Food  Labelling  1946  this  order  deals  with  prepacked  food 
and  the  label  must  bear  a  true  statement  of  the  ingredients  and  in 
case  of  prepacked  undistilled  fermented  liquor  the  fruit  basis  and 
percentage  of  such  prepacked  intoxicating  liquor  must  state  the  per¬ 
centage  of  spirit  by  declaration  on  the  label.  The  order  also  deals  with 
foods  claiming  to  contain  Vitamins  or  minerals  either  by  label  or  adver¬ 
tisement,  the  minimum  quantities  must  be  stated  on  the  label. 

Ice-Cream  has  received  prominence  due  to  an  epidemic  of  Typhoid 
in  Wales  and  the  Minister  of  Health  has  prepared  draft  Regulations 
which  may  become  operative  in  May  1947.  These  Regulations  prescribe 
time  limits  for  the  freezing  of  the  mix  to  prevent  contamination  and 
the  development  of  bacteria  at  optimum  temperatures,  cold  mixes  must 
be  frozen  within  1  hour  of  make-up,  and  boiled  mixes  if  hours  after 
being  reduced  gradually  in  temperature.  It  would  appear  that  in  the 
case  of  boiled  mixes  that  new  machinery  will  have  to  be  devised  to  deal 
with  temperature  reduction  between  boiling  and  freezing  time  for  this 
commodity.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  of  the  City  is  provided  by  the  Staffordshire 
Potteries  Water  Board,  and  is  mainly  obtained  from  the  wells  and 
boreholes  sunk  in  the  New  Red  Sandstone  rocks.  A  small  quantity 
is  obtained  from  springs  issuing  from  the  Millstone  Grit. 

The  supply  is  a  constant  one,  and  practically  all  the  houses  within 
the  City  have  a  piped  supply  for  domestic  purposes.  Only  a  few  persons 
draw  water  from  standpipes.  Water  is  supplied  also  for  the  trade  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  district. 


The  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent.  Chloramine  treatment  is  applied 
to  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied. 


During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946,  the  Board  submitted 
162  samples  of  water  as  supplied  to  the  district  to  the  Counties’  Public 
Health  Laboratories  for  bacteriological  examination  and  were  reported 
on  as  being  “very  satisfactory,  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  and  of 
the  highest  standard  of  bacterial  purity  indicative  of  pure  and  wholesome 
water  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  public  supply.”  Of  the  total  number 
of  samples  taken  97.5  per  cent  gav§  negative  results  when  tested  for 
Bacteria  Coli  and  the  Glostridia  Welchi  Reaction. 


The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  1946  was  39.02  ins.,  this  being 
above  the  average.  Of  the  past  6  years  only  two  years  (1944  and  1946) 
had  a  yearly  rainfall  above  the  average,  consequently  the  yields  from 
the  wells  and  boreholes  are  still  below  normal.  The  use  of  water 
continues  to  increase,  some  of  which  no  doubt  is  legitimate,  but  there 
is  every  reason  to  think  that  much  of  the  increase  is  due  to  waste  from 
pipes  and  fittings,  repairs  to  which  have  been  neglected  during  the 
war  years.  It  is  also  partly  due  to  the  indifference  on  the  part  of  many 
sources  and  the  consumption  is  now  too  small  for  safety. 


The  Water  Board  has  been  given  permission  to  proceed  with  the 
construction  of  the  new  sources  of  supply  in  Cheshire,  work  on  which 
had  to  be  stopped  owing  to  the  war  conditions.  Test  pumping  of  the 
first  site  at  Peckforton  has  proved  very  satisfactory.
